Justice of the Peace Records Book, found in the office of the 
County Clerk, Lake Village, Arkansas. It was filed i4th 
January 1827 by Richard LATTING, Clerk. The bask has been 
rebound, and the first pages in the book are nat the first 
recorded in the original records. After abeut the first 
twenty pages in the book, as it is now bisund, there are a 
number left vacant, then follows 110 pages more. The words 
’Mrs.’ and ’Miss’ always preface the bride’s name, but it is 
impossible ta distinguish the two, so these receards are given 
with the bride’s mame only, except when the ward was 

aebvious. The writing is extremely difficult te read, and the 
ariginal records should be checked if deubt arises as to the 
authenticity of the belew listed names.

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Book Aoof Marriage Records, Chicet County, Arkansas, is no 
lenger extant. However, the Index for Books A & B can be 
found in the Chicat County Courthouse, Lake Village, 
Arkansas. Fram this Index, the following listed marriages 
have been copied as having been recorded in Back A. 


Since Chicat County was formed in 1825, and the Marriage 
Record Book BR begins June 1840, it is reasonable toa assume 
that the below listed marriages occurred between 1825 anc 
June 1840. 


Rear in mind that the penmanship of this era was difficult 
read, and that the letters "L" and "S" were often 
indistinguishable, as were the letters "I" and "J" ~~ this 
being particularly true when initials were used. The fact 
that an Index was often made many years after the original 
records were recorded, alsa adds to the possibility of 


errear. Though these records have been copied with care andl 


every effort has been made to avoid errors, the compiler 


suggests that when doubts arise, the original recards should 


be checked.

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Footprints in History 


My ancestors never did anything important enough to ke men- 
tioned in a history book. Except for marriage or keing recruited 
to work on North Carolina roads, they never were mentioned in 
newSpapers Or court records. Yet, they lived through some of the 
most turbulent and exciting times in American history. 


I had always had the fond hope of writing a letter or essay 
to my Grandchildren placing their ancestors in the historical 
setting of their time. When I saw the ad for "Footprints in His- 
tory" in the Genealogical Helper I though: this is for me. The 
computer program promised to give happenings in history from 1 Jan 
1858 forward. Armed with this, I thought, I could then write that 
my Grandfather W.R. Walters was born on 38 Aug 1851 and on that 
SAME day..eccceeeee -CtC. 


The program was purchased from The Salinon Corp, Box 31047, 
Dallas, TX 75231. I ordered mine Ly phone from 1-888 722 6654. 
The cost was $39.95 plus 2.99 mailing. You must specify 5 1/4" or 
3 1/2" disk format. If you have DOS 2.x you will need 256k mem- 
ory. For DOS 3.8+ you will need 320k. This program was written 
for IBM and compatible computers. For my 5 1/4" version there 
were two disks; the program disk and the data base. There was no 
copy protection, thank goodness, so backup was easily made. 


All commands and screen were covered adequately by menu, the 
help command and the instruction book were very well done and I 
was able to get into the program with no difficulty. 


The data base consisted of events from 1 Jan 195@ forward in 
categories of science, arts/entertainment, sports, business, 
strange, U.S. History and international. One can select all of 
these categories for search or any one of them. The search is 
done very simply by pressing the F3 key to run a "Snapshot 
Report". The screen asks for a date and, optionally, an event. 
Here one encounters a disconcerting matter of format. The date 
must be given MM/DD/YYYY rather than the traditional genealogical 
format of DD/MM/YYYY. 


Another feature of the program is that it allows you to enter 
the name of a person (a "VIP name") and build your own data base 
of events in this person's life - all of which can be saved on 
disk. Thus you can print out your Grandfather's birth with events 
in his life or print his name with historical and other events 
surrounding his date of birth. The report options allows a time 
span of 1 to 365 days before ano after the event for extracting 
data from the data base. The program of course allows full 
interface with the printer and all points for attractive report 
output. 
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ty overall opinion of the program is mixed. I feel that the 
idea of the prograr and the ease of accessing the data base is 
marvelous. The data kase itself leaves much to be desired. The 
weiter tells us that he spent much more time on the data base than 
on the procram because of inconsistencies he found in dates - 
welcome to genealogy! 


When I looked up Grandfathers birth date of 3% August 1851 I 
found that on 22 August 1851 the U.S. yacht, American, won the 
first America's cup trophy. On 18 Sept 1851 the New York Times 
went on sale a 2 cents a copy. OK, so I thought I would try 
2 Sept 1664, the day James M Calhoun, the mayor of Atlanta, carry- 
ing a flag of truce, surrendered the city. I found nothing in 
the data base on the fall of Atlanta but did find that on 5 Aug 
1964 the spectrum of a comet was first observed. On 31 Oct 1864 
Nevada was admitted to the Union as the 36th state anc on 1 Nov 
1864 the postal service established its money order systen. 


My tentative conclusion is that the data base includes 
a lect of "trivia" along with solid historical events, Now this 
isn't necessarily bad for one writing a light hearted birthday or 
anniversary greeting; but leaves one a bit disappointed if the 
objective is a serious histcrical perspective. 


What is badly needed in the prograr is a method allowing 
the user to add to the historical data base. 


My overall conclusion is that the program is worth the money 
because of the excellent way it is written and documented and the 
ease of getting into the program.
